The purpose which Mr. Sherman and Mr. 


Hill, as his subordinate, proposed to effect 
was the completion of tho several buildings 
with the same material with which they bad 
been begun, and at a material saving from 
what they would have cost under tho old sys- 
"tom. The point which March is seeking to 
make ia that tho modified contracts were 
lal'goly in excess of tha lowest market rates, 
and ho is striving to make this difference as 
largo as possible. That such a difference ex- 
ists Mr. Hill does not deny. It was necessary 
that it should exist, he says, in order doubt- 
less to secure a modification of the contracts, 
and to effect tho great saving which was ef- 
fected. It was not a practicable thing to 
cancel tho contracts and to readvertise. It 
was the best way out of a bad job. It effected 
to tho government a largo saving over the 13 
per cent, contracts.
